One of these reports stated that by 
23 August a "Soviet Puppet Force" had crossed the lalu River and was 
on the way to the front linej others mentioned the presence of Soviet 
and "Caucasian" troops with armor near. Kumchon* FEGOM comments that 
the presence of Caucasian troops as far south .as Kumchon "appears 
possible" but that the nationality, size and type of the force are
